Western business men have realized 
that the stream of emigration to Can- 
ada was very strong, but none were 
aware of its full strength. To this 
emigration was credited the relatively 
small increase in population cf many 
of the trans-Missouri states given by 
the last census, but none realized the 
menace to the prosperity of the west 
contained in the movement from this 
country to Canada, 

Whether or not the movement from 
ether states has been ag heavy as it 
has from Nebraska and Western Iowa 
is entirely problematic ,as no com- 
plete record has been kept in any 
other office, That this menace is not 
becoming any the less real is shown 
by the figures for 1910 (ending June, 
1911), Im numbers of emigrants that 
year is only Slightly behind the lead- 
ing year, 1903.

BOUILLON TO TAKE 
UP WATER PROBLEM 


~~ 


Utilities Commissioner To Go Into 
the Matter of Establishing a Satis- 
factory and Permanent Supply and 
Water Filtration System—Will Cost 
$500,000 


With the completion of his work on 


the model gas agreement Commis 
sioner Bouillon is today turning his 
attention to the city’s water problem 
The fact that the water offered to 
the consumers of the city at the pre 
sent time is of a constituency requir 
ing mastication before taking and the 


application of a force pump after ab- 


sorption in order te send it through 
the human system, makes this sub 
ject one of great moment. The utili 
ties commissioner intends to go into 
the proposition thoroughly, and with 
in a few weeks will have a scheme 
to present the citizens which he be 
lieves will offer a sclution to the vex 
ed question. 

There can be no permanent solu- 
tion of the water problem without th¢ 
abandonment of the present site,"’ he 
said, “No scheme can be evolved 
which will give a satisfactory services 
so long as the pumping stati 1 is 
located where it is at present, 

“In the first place the soil cm this 
site for the construction of a filtra 
tion and sedimentation system which 
will take care of the water supply 
of the city. Further than that in 
its present site there will always be 
the danger of contamination. The 
development along the river front 
west of the present location cf the 
power plant and pumping station 1} 
likely to be such that there must 
eventually be very great danger trom 
contamination, and if such were the 
case and the water supply of the city 
resulted in an epidemic which ca 
the loss of lives there could be 1 
defense of the city’s negligence in 
failing to take the precautions hecs 
sary. 

“My opinicm is that a new pumping 
station should be situated on the fir 
available site west of say the Groat 
Ravine.” 

As to the probable cost of a new 
plant and site the commissioner stat- 
ed that it should not exceed at the 
present time half a million dollar 
The new plant would embrace a lar 
pump and two smailer pumps, sed 
mentation and filtration tanks and a 
stand pipe. It would take tw year 
to put the plant into operation, rhe 
commissioner thinks work on it should 
be commenced next year, and he ad 
Vises that the tizens prepare them
